DEATH of J. D. McQAFFBY. 


Tho Well Known Traveling Sales- 


man and Knignt TemplBr. 


—ILour for the Funeral. 


la the KEI-UULIOAN last evening wes 


noted the alarming illnssu of Jurues D. 
McGaffey at the Hotel Biucswick. 
He 


died oE apoplexy at five o'clock attended 
by the physicians and his wife. The dis- 
solution was peaceful and qniet but from 
ths first there was to recognition of wife 
or friends. The attack earns npon Mr. 
MeGaffey while he was walking alone on 
East Wood street, near the corner of Illi- 
nois. He had taken breakfast at the 
hotel and ate an unusually hearty meal. 
Getting his overooat he started oat, ap- 
parently in good spirits. He was brought 
home several houra later in an uncon- 
scious state and suffering with spasms 
due to apoplexy. He was suddenly pros- 
trated and was brought to the hotel by 
J. F, Jordan and Nelson Hagerman. He 
did not answer them intelligibly except 
to say once "Home." Daring his last ill- 
ness Mr. McGaffey was attended by 
three physicians who did all in their 
power to relieve him. 
Mrs. MoGaffey 


was nearly wild with grief and was in 
constant consultation with the physi- 
cians all afternoon and left nothing un- 
done that would afford relief to her hus- 
band. To the end she clung to hope 
and when death came it wns a crashing 
blow to her. It was so sudden. 


Mr. McGaffey was a native of Ver- 


mont, where he had served in the state 
legislature and had been sheriff of his 
oonnty. He was a veteran of the late 
war and drew ft pension, lie stood high 
in Masonry and was a Knight Templar! 
For many years he had been the Illinois 
general agent for the Longman it Mar- 
tinez wholesale and paint company of 
New York City, and during his residence 
in Deoatur he had made hie home with 
J. F. Carry and at the Hotel Brunswick. 
He leaves a widow but no children. 


The deceased was aged aboat 52 years. 


Owing to stomach trouble contracted in 
the service ot his country, Mr. McGaffey 
has never been in good health. 
He was 


frequently troubled with indigestion, and 
to his near friends he often talked of his 
conditian. But he always hoped for the 
best. He was a thorough business man, 
an 
excellent salesman and a good 


judge o" human nature. 
He 


informed on public affairs, and personally 
knew many men of national reputation. 
He was devoted to his wife and his home, 
and was usually ot a cheerful disposition. 
"Mack" had hosts of personal friends who 
regret to hear of his death, and with the 
EBPUBIICAN deeply sympathize with the 
widow in her time of greatest sorrow.

W. F. Gnrrell, who for eighteen years 


was one of the general soliciting agents 
for the Home Insurance company for the 
stats ot Illinois, and who is well-known 
in insurance circles, bos been indicted 
by the Cook county grand jury for con- 
spiracy and forgery. He is charged with 
having forged applications and conspir- 
ing generally to defraud the company. 
Qorrell was arrested and gave bond for 
86,000 lor his appearance. 


W. F. Qorrell, before going to Chicago, 


lived in this part ot the state, for a long 
time in Taylciville, Christian county, 
where he was a teacher and at one time 
in the "70s was county superintendent of 
schools for Christian county. Before he

Five million dollars added to the 


gross revenue; the deficit reel need near- 
ly a million; money orders increased 
two-thirds, or from 
10,070 to 10,039; 


eighty-two cities supplied with free de- 
livery; 2,790 new offices established; 
203 offices advanced to the presidential 
grade; 10,750,000 milcsof additional serv- 
ice; 1,500 new mail routes established, 
embracing 89,000 miles of new service; 
ocean mail service extended; and pneu- 
matic tube service introduced. In the 
last four years 5,051 new mail routes 
have been establiahed.traversemu Si 
miles, the number of post-offices has 
grown by over 8,000; the number of 
money order offices over 8,200, and the 
number of free delivery offices 
has 


almost doubled. 
The new foreign mail 


service contracted for applies to eleven

forty-one ships necessary to make the 
service contracted for frequent enough 
and quick enough to comply with tho 
terms agreed upon. 


Of his proposition to divide the coun- 


try into postal districts Mr. Watmo- 
maker says its adoption can only be a 
question of time. Each district would 
be put in charge of a postal supervisor 
or director, and the regular inspectors 
of the department should assist these 
supervisors as the}' might be needed. 
Then all matters relating to the estab- 
lishment mid discontinuance of post- 
offices; -the establishment of stations,

scllors of the department, the general 
medium of communication with it, and 
the first assistant postmaster general 
should be constituted the comptroller

departmental drudgery and the depart- 
ment would come directly in touch 
with the postal employes and they in 
turn would be better in t<-muh with the 
people served. The first objection to 
such a tleparture'is that it is said to in- 
crease the civil list by 100 men. This 
expense would be ipjiuitel}' small com- 
pared with the savings which would 
actually result frota this closer super- 
vision of the service and the slight 
increase in tho civil list would 
be 


counterbalanced many times over by 
the consolidation of the forces and by 
*,he better performance of the woik by 
fewer employes. 


New buildings and a pneumatic or 


mi electrical service of some kind is 
strenuously advocated for New York, 
Chicago and other cities. It is pointed 
out that there can be no adequate re- 
lief without the application of these- 
methods. The postal telegraph and 
postal telephone arc, of course, strenu- 
ously advocated, as formerly. 


On the ouo cent postage question he 


says: "The present letter rate pays 
actually double the cost and by this 
(iverpav serves as a protective rate to 
the department to cover the underpay 
from doing an express business for 
periodicals and books and carrying ad- 
vertising-sheets at one cent per pound, 
that in point of fact arc nothing more 
than business circulars that load the 
mails enormously. All such mail is 
not only carried at a loss of six cents a 
pound, but it 
interferes materially 


with the business of the express and 
railroad companies which are properly 
carriers of heavy packages and freight. 


Something to take the place of frac- 


tional currency for tho remittance of 
small sums is very desirable. 
He urges 


the issue of a money postal card of de- 
nominations of ten cents, twenty-five 
cents, fifty cents and SI.00, and of the 
form of the present small cards and ex- 
actly similar to the ordinary postal card 
on the address side, and on the reverse 
side an order on the postmaster of the 
city addressed for a fixed sum payable 
on the signature of the payee named in 
the address. 


The report closes with the folio wing: 


' 'My ideal for the American postal 
service is a sj'stem modeled upon a dis- 
trict plan with _fewer offices and under 
thorough supervision. 
Hy this means 


at least 20,000 offices could be aban- 
doned that produce nothing to the de- 
partment. In the place of every abol- 
ished non-money order and non-regis- 
try office might be set up an auto- 
matic stamp-selling machine and a 
letter box to receive 
ma-il. 
With 


the money saved should be instituted a 
system of collection and delivery by 
mounted 
carriers, bicycles and star 


route and messenger contractors to 
gradually spread the free delivery all 
over

country.

postage should be reduced the world 
over to one cent for each half ounce. I 
would indemnify to the extent of $10 
for every lost reglatered letter.
